All the Social Democrats, including 


former Chancellor Mueller and Herr 
Severing, who had 
abstained from 


previous test 
votes, 
cast ballots 


against the government. 


The Fascist! and Communists did 


likewise. Many of. the latter were ab- 
sent, however, fearing that the po- 
lice might arrest 
them in event of 


(dissolution of the Reichstag follow- 
ing an adverse vote, since parliarnen- 


- tary immunity would then cease. 


The government was saved by the 


Nationalists despite the opposition of 
iheir leader, Dr. Alfred Hugenberg. 
Unly their diehards stuck to the op- 
position, and the lineup again show- 
ed that Hugenberg no longer was die- 
tutor of his party. 


Although tho government was vic- 


torious, it has not yet let go of the 
whip, Chancellor Bruening 
stating 


that if any vital measures in the tax- 
ation program 
should be defeated 


during- today's second reading, the 
government would again "draw the 
necessary consequences."

France Renews Agitation 


For Submarine Tunnel 


BY MINOTT SAUNDERS 


Paris—Several interruptions this 


winter' in boat and airplane services 
between the Continent and'the Brit- 
ish Isles by storms and violent gales 
have caused renewed agitation for 
a tunnel or some sort, of submarine 
passageway linking the two coasts. 
• The French press is practically 
unanimous in favor of a channel 
road, and it has strong support in 
England. French engineers are in- 
clined to ridicule the fears of in- 
vasion held by certain English po- 
liticians, .and the doubts of the ad- 
visability of a channel tunnel in 
admiralty 
circles. 
The• French 


maintain' that in case of war the 
tunnel could be wrecked from either 
shore .and the British navy would 
be robbed of none of its supreme im- 
portance. 
The latest French idea is to link 


the two shores with a 
submarine 


tube, semi-submerged. 
This is the 


scheme' of Prevost de Saint-Cyr, fa- 
mous inventor and engineer, who 
claims he has worked out several im- 
portant departures 
from previous 


methods 
in 
marine 
engineering 


which make it entirely feasible. 


Saint-Cyr's submerged tube would, 


he says, be constructed on land and 
put into^placo from the surface of 
the water. All that would then re- 
main would be to build the'railroad 
tracks in the tube. 


On the other hand, the 
tunnel 


method has many supporters, but 
its critics say it would be imprac- 
ticable because, flrst, the cost would 
be prohibitive and, second, the in- 
filtration would make draining of 
the tunnel impossible, even if engi- 
neering economics made it possible. 


Saint-Cyr 
maintains 
that 
hi: 


scheme solves all the difficulties of 
the tunnel. His tube would be of re- 
inforced concrete, resting on stone 
pillars on cither shore, and on sup 
ports that would bo sunk lo the 
channel botlom. It would be sub- 
merged to a depth of about 60 feet 
leaving ample space above for navi 


digging in the chalk under-sea bed 
was quite easy, but such strong po- 
itical pressure was brought against 
the English company' that work had 
to be stopped.

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WORLD COURT AND POLITICS 


Senator Dill, of Washington, advises 


President- Hoover not to present the 
final worfd court statement to 
the 


senate for approval. He professes to 
believe that the nomination of Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick for senator 
in Illinois is a. popular verdict against 
the world court, even with the Root 
formula. He seems to think that Mr. 
Lenroot in Wisconsin and Mr. Butler 
in Massachusetts were defeated 
on 


this issue. Nothing could be 
further 


from facts. Mr. Butler's 
defeat 
in 


Massachusetts was due to 
local 


causes entirely, and we doubt if even 
one Wisconsin citizen out of a hun- 
dred would contend that the world 
court was responsible for the retire- 
ment of Mr. Lenroot. If Mr. Lenroot 
had opposed the court he would have 
been defeated just the same. 


We do not believe President Hoover 


^ will lose courage so easily. There has 


never been and will not be a referen- 
dum on the world court. 
Moreover, 


it is hardly a proper subject for 
submission to referendum. It is a phase 
of 
foreign policy, the 
president 


. ought 
to 
decide for 
himself, 
and 


the senate ought to approve or re- 
ject on its merits. It is a striking fact 
that all of our presidents and real 
' statesmen have favored adherence to 
the world court. Our great men in and 
out of public life have without excep- 
tion b,een firm supporters of this tri- 
bunay 
It has been be-rated and op- 


posed by politicians and the isolation- 
ist press, but the sound leadership of 
the country has been for it. 


We have no idea that Mr. Hoover 


will abandon his efforts for American 
adherence to the court, because of the 
outcome of a senatorial primary in 
Illinois or an election in Wisconsin. 
Such a judgment would be entirely su- 
perficial and such a surrender unbe- 
coming. We trust we are not likely to 
determine our foreign policies and reg- 
ulate our international relations by the 
outcome of political sideshows here 
and there. Mrs. McCormick's views 
and the vote in Illinois have nothing 
to do with the validity of the world 
court, or with the 
desirableness of 


American adhesion. 
These have re- 


mained constant ever since the court 
was established and our participation 
invited.

ment will merely serve as a clearing 
house, bringing into the country such 
new-comers as each province wants, 
and deporting those not wanted.

ry out colonization schemes. 
With 


such facilities for taking care of immi- 
grants, it may look as if Canada should 
get .the pick of the Old world. It is 
hard, though, for her to compete with 
the United States, even though our 
public lands are almost gone and Can- 
ada has vast areas yet undivided. 


Immigrants want to come here be- 


cause of the world-wide belief that this 
is the place to get rich. Canada's great, 
open spaces remain bare. But this can- 
not last forever. 
Enterprising prov- 


. inccs may show us a few things. 


They may have better success here- 
after in keeping enterprising Canadi- 
ans at home. They may drive us to 
make our ou n immigration more se- 
lective nnd give our ou n states more 


„ ;, jurisdiction in the matter. 


THE RUSSIAN 
GOVERNMENT 


What kind of a thing is this gov- 


ernment in Russia they call bolshevik, 
soviet, communist? It was hailed by 
its originators as a great proletarian 
movement, an experiment with 
the 


most extreme theories of government 
for the masses. 


This is how it has worked out: The 


head of the present government, Jo- 
seph Stalin, is the most powerful dic- 
tator in the entire world. The govern- 
ment of Russia is absolutism in its 
most perfected form. No emperor ev- 
er wielded greater power than Stalin. 
Anyone who crosses his path in the 
slightest way is either imprisoned or 
killed. His word is law. No foe or crit- 
ic of the existing system is safe undis- 
covered or is spared if discovered. 


There is no personal liberty 
any- 


where in Russia. One cannot cross the 
street without permission of the mys- 
terious and forbidding power in Mos- 
cow. 
One can own nothing, wear noth- 


ing, 
eat nothing, do nothing, that the 


dictatorship does not approve. It has 
exterminated " every atom of 
liberty • 


among its 
150,000,000 of 
subjects. 


They are enslaved to a greater extent 
than they were under the most rigor- 
ous regime of the czars. Homes are 
invaded by officers whose only 
au- 


thority is order from the central com- 
mittee, men are persecuted, exiled and 
deported without specific charge. It is 
enough that they are merely suspect- 
ed of hostility toward the powers that 
rule that vast empire with an iron 
hand. 


The dictatorship has 
dispossessed 


the peasants of their lands, confiscated 
their crops and forced thousands of 
them to flee to other countries for ref- 
uge and subsistance. It is now engaged 
in a Herculean effort to uproot and de- 
stroy religion. It is closing churches 
by the hundreds and waging a relent- 
less war on religion as such. It is striv- 
ing to make Russia a Godless as well 
as a faithless, heartless, cheerless na- 
tion. 


Nowhere in Russia does there exist 


an outlet of protest or even appeal. 
Not a word can be printed, not a 
pamphlet or newspaper published, ex- 
cept what the dictatorship permits. Its 
censorship is arbitrary and complete 
to the last degree. The Russian people 
know only what the government lets 
them know and it does this through its 
official organs, manifestoes and 
pro- 


nouncements. 


There is no parliament, no congress, 


no legislative body in Russia. 
The 


people have no representatiqn in the 
government whatsoever. They have no 
voice in the making or enforcement of 
the laws, in the imposition of the taxes 
or other levies, no part in anything. 
Their only role is to obey. Concerning 
everything else there is nothing but 
darkness. 


This, we are to understand, is com- 


munism in its most finished form. It 
is government "for the masses." It is 
proletarianism exalted. If anyone is so 
crazy as to want to live in such a state, 
Russia beckons. That is the place for 
him to go.

HENRY CLAY'S BIRTH 


On April 12, 1777, Henry Clay, noted American 


statesman, was born in Hanover county, Vir- 
ginia. 


When 20 he was admitted to the bar, and nine 


years later was a member of the United States 
Senate. Almost at once he became a national fig- 
ure, showing great ability in debates and as a 
member o£ important committees. A strong ad- 
vocate of nationality, he denounced the claims 
set forth bv England as to tho right of search. 
He was a strenuous supporter of tho war with 
that country and in consequence was sent in 
1S14 as one of the commissioners to sign the 
treaty of peace at Ghent. 


Clay, however. Is best known as the author 


of the famous "Missouri Compromise," which for 
the time Insured harmonious relations between 
the north and the south. For this he was called 
the "Great Pacificator." 


Althought he was unsuccessful as a presiden- 


tial aspirant, Clay was a powerful party chief, 
wielding unsurpassed Influence not only over his 
friends but also over his political antagonists. 
Lincoln called him "the beau ideal of a states- 
man."

"the good old days" did not differ 
considerably from climatic conditions 
today, Eric Miller, government mete- 
orologist h re, explained today.

"Wisconsin Academy of Sciences, Arts 
and Letters here, Mr. Miller traced 
a century of "Progressive Change in 
Rainfall" in, Wisconsin and nearby 
states. The meeting is being held 
jointly with the 
Wisconsin Arch- 


eological society and 
the Midwest 


Museums conference. 


He went back to 1836 when" rain 


gauges were placed at army post in 
the middle-west—Ft. Howard, Green 
Bay; Ft. Snelling, St. Paul; Ft. 
Brady, Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., and 
Ft. 
Winnebago, 
Portage, 
Wis. 


"Weather observations had begun sev- 
eral years before, he said and civilian 
observers started recording rainfall 
at Muscatine, la.; Athlens, 111., and 
Milwaukee soon after. 


"While the wettest year may show 


five times as much rain as the driest 
year," Mr. Miller said, 
"the 
net 


change in 94 years amounts to only 
an inch or so and can be attributed 
to charges in type of rain gauge and 
to changes of exposure of instru- 
ments as cities grew." 


Fluctuations of rainfall that are 


of economic importance in farming 
and for water power, are not recur- 
rent in any simple cycle, he said, 
adding there is no obvious tendency 
to change for the present average 
rainfall. 


Analyzing "Wisconsin rainfall, Mr. 


Miller said a long swing can be seen 
on rainfall graphs in central Wis- 
consin and around Lake Superior. 
The swing, 
he explained, 
passed 


through a maximum between 1875 
and 1882 at a number of stations 
and reacted to a minimum that was 
sharp at some stations, broad and 


?5. ill-defined at others, from 1895 to 


1901. 
There has been a. return to- 


ward another maximum which may

fall has been the see-saw from year 
to year, Mr. Miller said.

THE CRYSTAL idlCLE, By Kath- 


erma Keith 
The disillusion ot marriage la al- 


most too popular a theme among 
novelists. Many of the \ery people 
who are most scathing in the iadict- 
ment of the old system 
of lovs, 


honor and obey are happily married 
and cyhical only &3. paper. However 
if we must have problem novels— 
and evidently we are given no choice 
in the m-itter—probably the pitfall 
of marriage is as good a problem as 
any for us to struggle with. Psycho- 
analysing it won't make any differ- 
ence; relaxing laws won't change it 
in our lifetime; but after all, most 
of us are interested In it—so talking 
about it is natural. 


In 
the case 
of The 
Crystal 


Icicle by Katherlne Keith, publish- 
ed by Harcourt Brace and Company, 
marriage la again proved 
a snare 


and a delusion. But according to all 
of the high-powered critics, it Is a 
woi.derful book; and for weeks it has 
been among the best sellers, so we 
have tried to understand just why 
it is so popular. 
The book is ex- 


tremely frank about the little In- 
timacies of marriage which really 
ought to be kept quiet. But nowa- 
days1 the critics say that frankness 
shows strength of character, and 
that authors who indulge in it really 
are courageous. There is the usual 
triangle of husband, wife and Other 
woman, and again the wife is shown 
to be to blame for the husband's 
infidelity. 


However, In spite of the fact that 


we are not very fond of this type 
of plot, we admit that one angle 
of it is extremely well done. The 
unresponsiveness of Nancy, the wife 
who loses her husband to a more 
tempestuous woman, is 
extremely 


well depicted. And inasmuch as she 
fails in the most Important angle 


of. married life, th» story ot he,.- 
failure la interesting. Nancy is ma- 
ternal—extremely 
maternal. 
She 


has a good brain and Is consequent- 
ly an adequate companion. But she 
is cold and destrained and repelling 
to such an extent that her husband 
is constantly unhappy. 


The Crystal Icicle reaches no con- 


clusion and is therefore rather a 
washout as a story. Neither woman 
wins the husband; and no one in the 
book achieves a calm, 
contented 


state of mind. The utrle of the book 
is breezy and conversational, al- 
though at moments it waxes biolog- 
ical to too great a degree. We did 
not feel at any time while readi" s 
the story that it deserved the popu- 
larity which it seems to have achiev- 
ed. 
It follows too closely on the 


pattern of other sordid novels of the 
era, and offers very little i-i the line 
of novelty 'besides. It IB easy read- 
ing but also It is very easily forgot- 
ten. And since this 's a 
verdict

most modern novels. 
The Crystal 


Icicle will ho-d no permanent place 
iti the sun. 


All you can expect from this par-

He 
was addressing the "Wisconsin State 
Association of School Boards. 


"It seems rather clear that there 


has grown up In America a very 
healthy tradition which is to 
the 


effect that parents want to do better 
for their children than their parents 
were able to do for them," Mr. Holt 
said. 
"Not knowing how to solve 


their perplexing problem they have 
developed a faith that somehow or 
other, in some way. they know not 
how, the college will solve the prob- 
lem for them." 
Parents, however, are under two 


"unfortunate 
fallacies," Mr. 
Holt 


believes. One is that anyone can 
learn anything, and the second is 
that a college degree possesses some 
magical potency which serves 
as 


casualty insurance against failure. 


Both, of course, are wrong, he told 


the body, explaining that "parents, 
with childlike trust and credulity, 
seek a magic shibboleth that will let 
their children pass safely and freely 


title of the play is

" a college education is their favorite 


recipe." 
Mr. Holt traced 
the growth of 


education, and the results of the 
high school aptitude tests given in 
the state. He said "Wisconsin's high 
school seniors, from the upper quar- 
ter, were desirous of obtaining a 
high education, 35 per cent express- 
ing the idea a year ago and 36 per 
cent this year. He also said less 
numbers of the lower quarter wish 
to go into college, the 
percentage 


for 1929 and 1930 being 11 and 15. 


Because of parents' faith in the 


college as a success-maker, Mr. Holt 
asserted two conflicting attitudes 
have sprung up. One is the approach 
in terms dictated by a philosophy of 
the political equality of 
students. 


This is advocacy of the open door 
policy, and is called the "democrat 
ization of learning." 
The 
second 


approach 
is that 
of biological in- 


equality, and the contention is that 
careful selection on entrance 
and 


rigid rejection of the unfit after ad 
mission should be made. Mr. Holt 
called the group the "aristocracy of 
intellect." 


The solution of the college prob- 


lem, 
however, lies with neither of 


these contention, but on some mid- 
dle course, Mr. Holt said he believes

plurality. The suggestion of a wom- 
an for the presidency—even on a 
avorite son basis—would make.his- 
tory somewhat earlier than most po- 
iticlans thought likely. 


Since drama is written all over the 


present situation in this state, some 
such step would carry at least a sen- 
timental appeal. 


Before Senator Deneen cams out 


of 12 years of retirement as an ac- 
tive candidate for office six years 
ago, and stalked across the path ot 
Senator Medill McCormick, Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick is reputed to have had vis- 
ions of the presidency for her hus- 
3and. 
Under her urging he had 


stepped into politics during the Bull 
Moose days of 1912 and by 1918 had 
advanced far enough to topple Sen- 
ator James Hamilton Lewis from 
his political perch. 


In the senate he had attained rec- 


ognition as a man of exceptional 
political promise. 
But then came 


Senator Deneen, who in a divided 
field, rose up to stop him with a 
bare plurality of less than 6,000 votes. 
Broken in spirit, the young senator 
died. 
Mrs. 
McCormick 
possessed of 


much of the political insight and 
ability of her father, Mark Hanna, 
whose political gifts brought him the 
title of "president maker," started 
to build for herself. 
Her rise has 


been 
almost 
unprecedented. 
She 


sought her first elective office two 
years ago and was nominated and 
elected congressman-at-large by un- 
precedented pluarities. She now has 
broken more records in her nom- 
ination as senator and if elected is 
almost sure to be the political boss 
of Illinois. 


But it is doubtful if Mr. McCor- 


mick has any thought of the presi- 
dency, or even honorary mention for 
that position. She is practical above 
all else and/only two years ago she 
told women politicians that in her 
opinion no woman would be fitted 
even for a cabinet position in this 
country for 10 years. 


However that may be, there is 


little doubt but that this new politi- 
cal figure on the national stage, has 
built the most 
effective 
political 


machine Illinois has seen in many 
a day. Its finger is on nearly every 
precinct of the state and this hold is 
expected to grow with the political 
climb of its organizer. 


Mrs. McCormick's skill in political 


organization as a result is said to 
put to shame that of any man in the 
state which has been filled with skill- 
ful politicians. On top of that she 
manages a fortune that is large even 
by present day standards. 
In ad- 


dition she is a newspaper publisher 
and a farmer whose farm at Byron, 
Illinois, is a model and unlike most 
model farms, it makes money. 


So if women are to have honorary 


mention for the presidency during 
the next few years, the one candidate 
for the honor is considered by poli- 
ticians to be earning the right to re- 
ceive it.

One of the first important industries to 


show indications of substantial improve- 
ment this year is petroleum. 
This gain 


is based largely upon success achieved in 
restricting (crude oil output, improvement 
in manufacturing technic of petroleum and 
increasing stability throughout the indus- 
try. 


Decreased output is toeing brought about 


through adherence to a policy of prora- 
tion in the mid-continent fields. In Cali- 
fornia a law has been upheld in the higher

covery of refined products. Under present processes 45 per ent of the 
crude oil processed is run into gasoline compared with 25 per cent 10 
years ago. Within the next few years the proportion probably will be 55 
or 60 per cent. 
Moreover, a revolutionary invention, known as hydrogenation, now 


makes it possible to convert fuel oil and other oils into gasoline, by the 
introduction of hydrogen gas. At one stroke this development eliminates 
the danger of a shortage of gasoline in any reasonable future time. 


The most important facts about the industry at the present time are 


the remarkable expansion in consumer demand and the steady move- 
ment of the industry into larger and more stable hands, with consequent 
greater success In stabilizing producing and marketing conditions. 
The 


results are important betterment in the present situation and general out- 
look for the petroleum industry-

The development of machines and 


methods is displacing workers ev- 
ei y day, and these displaced work- 
ers are- finding it -very hard to get 
other jobs.

Whereas it once 
took 128 men to unload pitr iron, 2 
men can now do the same work.
